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Applicant's arguments are considered, but not persuasive. Claims remain rejected as in the final action. In addtion to the Response to 
Arguments provided in the final action, the following notes is provided 

Applicant has raised new arguments beyond the Final Action dated 1 1/27/2006. 

Examiner has reviewed applicant raised new arguments and the claim rejection sections in the Final Action dated 11/27/2006, particularly 
item a in section 4. 

Applicant has argued (middle of page 8) that Engstrom does not teaching providing an active object to the Content Provider to access the 
registration information. Applicant has stated that per Engstrom indeed, the registration information is provided directly to the Content 
Provider and however no such indirect access method/system is taught. 

Examiner has reviewed applicant's reference to "active object" and found in the original claim language, an active object is a web browser. 
Engstrom has twice referred to browser, i.e. paragraphs 22 and 43, and has stated (paragraph 23) that client browses content pages. 

Applicant has further argued that Engstrom does not teach identity verification. Examiner has found Engstrom shown (paragraph 23 as per 
item a in section 4) that user registers and accesses the content pages. 

Applicant has further argued that Engstrom does not teach providing access to a portion electronic profile to the second client via the 
active object. Examiner has found Engstrom shown (paragraph 23 as per item a in section 4) that user is able to portray him or herself as 
having particular personality characteristics as determined by user. 

Finally applicant has stated that Engstrom does not teach wherein the active transferred to the second client from the first client". 
Examiner has reviewed applicant's specification again on "active object" and found on the top of page 4 "The active object enables the 
second client to contact the first client. It seems to refer to the browser as discussed above. However, the claim language does also state 
that the active object is transferable. Thus it makes examiner to believe the active object must be a data item utilized as a part of browser 
to facilitate the transfer of information. Thus it is an inherent function of browser and is disclosed by Engstrom as discussed above.
